IH{. The Perſons and Reputations of Kings baving by all Laws 
both Divine and Human ever been accounted ſacred, we conceive 
that the traducing his Majeſty, and endeavouring to leſſen him in the 
hearts of his people, is not only unbecoming the Reformed bur all 
Religion, and therefore ought to be diſcountenanced by ſevere Pe- 
nalties upon Offenders in that kind. 

IV. Our Lives, Liberties and Eftates having ever ſince his Maje- 
ſties happy Reftauration been by him, under God , inviolably pre- 
ſerv'd to us, and that always (but of late more eſpecially) at his 
Majeſties vaſt charge and expence both at home and abroad, we think 
it highly reaſonable, that, as we have formerly done, ſo we ſhould 
ſtill ( in a Parliamentary way ) help to defray the Charge, as well 
as enjoy the Benefit of His Majeſties gracious Government and Pro-
